Flu Fight 
Will Take 
3 Shots 

Experts urge an early start 
to comprehensive vaccination 

ATLANTA I Get ready to roll up your sleeve 
three times for flu shots this fall. 

That’s right: three times. This year’s flu 
season is shaping up to be a very different 
one. Most people will need one shot for the 
regular seasonal flu and probably two others 
to protect against the new swine flu. 

Experts suggest you get that first shot as 
early as this month — if you can find it. 

“We’d like to get to Job 1 and get most 
of it done,” said Dr. William Schaffner, a 
Vanderbilt University flu expert, referring 
to seasonal flu vaccinations. 

“Get it done before we start to tackle 
Job 2,” the more complex task of swine flu 
vaccinations, he added. 

The five vaccine manufacturers that sup- 
ply the United States are finishing up pro- 
duction of seasonal flu vaccine earlier than 
usual. Health officials say they expect about 
half of the more than 120 million doses of 
seasonal vaccine to be available by the end 
of this month. Most of the rest are due out 
by the end of September. Some manufac- 
turers report that distributors are quickly

Sotomayor Confirmed by Senate 


Judge will join high 
court on Saturday as 
first Hispanic justice 

WASHINGTON | Sonia Sotomayor 
won confirmation Thursday as the 
nation’s first Hispanic Supreme 
Court justice in a history-making 
Senate vote that capped a summer- 
long debate heavy with ethnic pol- 
itics. She’ll be sworn in Saturday 
as the court’s 111th justice, third 
woman and first nominee by a 
Democrat in 15 years. 

The Senate vote was 68-31 to 
confirm Sotomayor, President 
Obama’s first Supreme Court 
nominee. 

A majority of Republicans lined 
up against her, arguing she’d bring 
personal bias and a liberal agen- 
da to the bench. But Democrats 
praised Sotomayor as an extraor- 
dinarily qualified mainstream 
moderate and touted her elevation 
to the court as a milestone in the 
nation’s journey toward greater 
equality and a reaffirmation of 
the American dream, 

Obama praised the Senate’s 
vote as “breaking another barrier 



and moving us yet another step 
closer to a more perfect union,” 

Minutes before the vote. Sen, 
Patrick Leahy, D-Vt., the Judiciary 
Committee chairman, called it one 
for the ages. “Years from now ... we 
will remember this time when we 
crossed paths with the quintessen- 
tially American journey of Sonia 
Sotomayor,” 

Senators took the rare step of 
assembling at their desks for the 
vote, rising from their seats to 
call out “aye” or “nay.” The longest- 
serving senator, 91-year-old Robert 
Byrd ofWest Virginia who has been 
in frail health after a long hospital- 
ization, was brought in in a wheel- 
chair to vote in Sotomayor ’s favor. 
Sen, Edward Kennedy, D-Mass., 
suffering from brain cancer, was 
the only senator absent. 

Sotomayor replaces retiring 
Justice David Souter, a liberal 
named by a Republican president, 
and she is not expected to alter the 
court’s ideological split. 

In the final tally, nine Repub- 
licans joined majority Democrats 
and the Senate’s two independents 
to support Sotomayor ’s confirma- 
tion.

Reid: Protests ‘Destructive’ 



Democrat says health 
bill opponents ‘don’t 
have any better ideas’ 

WASHINGTON | The Senate’s most 
powerful Democrat on Thursday 
scolded health care protesters 
dogging his party’s lawmakers at 
local meetings, arguing that some 
critics have run out of ideas — and 
ditched their civic manners. 

Majority Leader Harry Reid 
of Nevada accused the protesters 
of trying to “sabotage” the demo- 
cratic process. 

Energized conservative activ- 
ists said they’ll keep up their fight 
against Obama’s health care effort. 
The protesters’ shouts and chants 
at town hall meetings, captured on 
amateur video, have gone viral on 
the Internet. 

The Republican Party says 
it’s not behind the protests, but 
Reid scoffed at the notion that 
the protesters reflect grassroots 
sentiment. 

“These are nothing more than 
destructive efforts to interrupt a 
debate that we should have, and 


doing this because they don’t 
have any better ideas. ... It’s really 
simple: they’re taking their cues 
from talk show hosts, Internet 
rumor-mongerers ... and insur- 
ance rackets.” 

Republicans answered back, 

“All the polls show there is seri- 
ous concern, if not outright oppo- 
sition, to the president’s health 
care plan,” said Antonia Perrier, 
spokeswoman for House Republi- 


can Leader John Boehner of Ohio. 
“Democrats are ginning up this 
cynical shell game.” 

Democrats and the White 
House claim that the sometimes 
rowdy protests that have disrupted 
Democratic lawmakers’ meetings 
are largely orchestrated by insur- 
ers, lobbyists and others.

Secretary of State Hillary Rod- 
ham Clinton on Thursday pledged 
to expand American support for 
Somalia’s weak interim govern- 
ment and threatened sanctions 
against neighboring Eritrea for 
aiding an extremist group she says 
is trying to launch worldwide ter- 
rorist attacks from Somalia. Clin- 
ton said the Obama administration 
would boost military supplies and 
other aid to the Somali government 
and an African peacekeeping force 
supporting it. She did not detail

Bomb Kills Four Marines 

Four U.S. Marines were killed 
Thursday when a roadside bomb 
struck their vehicle in western 
Afghanistan, driving up Western 
military deaths at a pace that would 
make August one of the deadliest 
months of the war. Civilian casu- 
alties have also been sharply ris- 
ing, and a southern Afghan police 
chief said a U.S. airstrike had 
killed five farmers picking their 
cucumber crop at night.

FTC to Police Petroleum Industry 



The Federal Trade Commission announced a new rule Thursday meant to stop 
price manipulation in the petroleum industry. The rule will take effect in November. 


Agency to issue fines 
for manipulations of 
the energy markets 

NEW YORK I The Federal Trade 
Commission said Thursday it 
would begin policing the petro- 
leum industry with new penalties 
for anyone attempting to manipu- 
late energy prices. 

The rule, which will go into 
effect in November, targets any- 
one dealing with crude oil, gaso- 
line and petroleum distillates. 
It prohibits market distortions 
through false or misleading state- 
ments about stockpiles, prices or 
crude and fuel output. 

As part of its new powers, the 
FTC will monitor reports from 
petroleum refiners on the amount 
of gas held in storage by refiners. 
Those figures, which are collected 
and published by the Department 


of Energy each week, can push 
prices up or down. 

Analysts and traders depend 
on government inventory reports 
when buying crude and gasoline 
futures. The future price in turn 


helps set wholesale and retail gas- 
oline prices. 

“This new rule will allow us to 
crack down on fraud and manipu- 
lation that can drive up prices at 
the pump,” said FTC Chairman Jon 


Leibowitz. “We will police the oil 
markets and if we find companies 
that are manipulating the markets. 

Congress broad- 
ened the FTC’s 
powers when oil 
prices started ris- 
ing in 2007. 


we will go after them.” 

Violators would face a civil pen- 
alty of up to $1 million per day. 

Congress broadened the FTC’s 
powers to scrutinize petroleum 
companies when oil prices started 
rising in 2007, eventually driving 
gasoline above $4 per gallon.

NEW YORK I The Securities and 
Exchange Commission said Thurs- 
day that former American Interna- 
tional Group Inc. 

CEO Maurice 
“Hank” Green- 
berg agreed to 
pay a $15 mil- 
lion fine to settle 
fraud charges. 

The charges 
are tied to an 
accounting scandal earlier this 
decade at AIG that led to Green- 
berg’s ouster in 2005. 

The SEC said AIG’s former chief 
financial officer, Howard Smith, 
will pay a $1.5 million fine tied to 
the investigation. 

In complaints against Green- 
berg and Smith, the SEC said the 
pair were responsible for making 
misstatements that falsely showed 
AIG met or exceeded earnings and 
growth targets. The pair did not 
admit or deny any wrongdoing as 
part of the settlement, (ap)

RICHMOND I Gov. Timothy M, 
Kaine on Thursday afternoon 
granted conditional pardons to 
three members of the “Norfolk 
4,” clearing the way for the former 
sailors to be released from prison, 
where they were serving life sen- 
tences for the 1997 rape and mur- 
der of a woman in Norfolk.

No Magic This Season for Mystics’ Meivin 


Washington’s center

MYSTICS I Washington Mystics 
center Chasity Melvin holds a 
place in WNBA history. Over the 
span of 10 seasons, she has become 
the ninth and 19th most proficient 
rebounder and scorer, respectively, 
in league history. 

But in the Mystics’ most recent 
outing — Sunday’s dispiriting loss 
to the Indiana Fever — she had 
just two points in 15 minutes of 
play, highlighting this season as 


a low point in her career. 

“My play this year has been 
inconsistent at best,” she said after 
practice on Wednesday.

Melvin is averaging just

by far the fewest of her career. 
Her previous low came in 1999, 
her rookie season.

tering the Art of French Cooking 
and blogging about it. 

Ephron cuts back and forth 
between their lives — reminis- 
cent of her earlier hits “Sleep- 
less in Seattle” and “You’ve Got 
Mail” — and too often ham- 
mers home the parallels, even 
though the film’s structure alone 
makes them pretty obvious. (She 
based her script on the memoirs 
“Julie & Julia” by Powell and “My 
Life in France,” which Child wrote 
with Alex Prud’homme.) 

The more time we spend with 
Julia, the less we want to spend 
with Julie. Streep is an absolute 


kind of chemistry, 

Julie, by contrast, isn’t so well- 
defined; it isn’t so easy to connect 
with her, which is surprising, 
given Adams’ seemingly bound- 
less charm.

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Teen Movie Guru Dies at 59 


Film director John 
Hughes was behind

0 B I T I Writer-director John Hughes, 
Hollywood’s youth impresario of 
the 1980s and ’90s who captured 
and cornered the teen and pre- 
teen market with such favorites as 
“Home Alone,” “The Breakfast Club” 


and “Ferris Bueller’s Day Off,” died 
Thursday, a spokeswoman said. 
He was 59. 

Hughes died of a heart attack 
during a morning walk in Manhat- 
tan, Michelle Bega said. He was in 
New York to visit family. 

A native of Lansing, Mich., who 
later moved to suburban Chicago 
and set much of his work there, 
Hughes rose from ad writer to 
comedy writer to silver screen

As Hughes advanced into mid- 
dle age, his commercial touch faded 
and he increasingly withdrew from 
public life. His last directing credit 
was in 1991, for “Curly Sue,” and he 
wrote just a handful of scripts over 
the past decade. He was rarely inter- 
viewed or photographed, (ap) 


For Your Eyes Only 


The folks behind ‘G.l. 
Joe’ keep their film 
away from the harsh 
gaze of movie critics 

D E P A R T u R E I It’s the biggest movie 
of the summer that practically no 
one has seen. 

“G.L Joe: The Rise of Cobra” 
opens Friday, but Paramount Pic- 
tures isn’t screening the blockbust- 
er for critics beforehand. Only a 
select few writers from blogs and 
movie Web sites have seen it for 
review, and their opinions have 
been mostly positive. 

Instead, the studio says it’s 
intentionally aiming the movie 
at the heartland, at cities and 
audiences outside the entertain- 
ment vortexes of New York and 
Los Angeles. Paramount held a 
screening Friday for 1,000 mili- 
tary service members and their 
families at Andrews Air Force 
Base; it’s also focusing marketing 
efforts in places such as Kansas 
City; Charlotte, N.C.; and Colum- 
bus, Ohio. 

While appealing to a sense of 
patriotism nationwide, the plan 
also is inspired by the disparity 
that existed between the critical 
trashing “Transformers: Rise of the 
Fallen” received and the massive

crowds it drew at the box office. 

“'G.L Joe’ is a big, fun, sum- 
mer event movie — one that we’ve 
seen audiences enjoy everywhere 
from Andrews Air Force Base 
in Maryland to Phoenix, Ariz.,” 
said Rob Moore, vice chairman 
of Paramount Pictures. “After 
the chasm we experienced with 
'Transformers 2’ between the 
response of audiences and crit- 
ics, we chose to forgo opening- 
day print and broadcast reviews 
as a strategy to promote 'G.L Joe.’ 
We want audiences to define 
this film.” 

It’s the final action picture of 


the summer — and it has a lot in 
common with the highest-grossing 
film so far this year, the “Trans- 
formers” sequel. Both are effects- 
laden spectacles based on Hasbro 
toys, and both are Paramount 
releases from producer Lorenzo 
di Bonaventura. 

“Transformers” has gone on to 
gross more than $388 million in 
the United States alone since its 
opening six weeks ago, despite dis- 
mal reviews. The withholding of 
“G.L Joe” from mainstream crit- 
ics suggests that the studios think 
they can succeed at the box office

ALIENS IN THE ATTIC (PG, 86 min- 
utes) An extended family gathers in a 
big Victorian rental home in the coun- 
try. There’s Tom, the “Math-lete” (Carter 
Jenkins), Jake the alpha male (Austin 
Butler), Tom’s dating-a-college-guy sis- 
ter (Ashley Tisdale), baby sister Hannah 
(Ashley Boettcher) and the twins (Henri 
and Regan Young). They’re the ones who 
stumble across four diminutive aliens 
(animated) who have landed in the attic 
at the vanguard of a Zirconian invasion 
force. The adults (Doris Roberts, Kevin 
Nealon and Andy Richter all among them) 
are out of the loop. So’s the sheriff (Tim 
Meadows). It’s up to the kids — who can 
resist the alien mind-and-body control 
ray that turns select adults into zombie 
puppets to save the Earth. Stupid movie, 
right? But kid-friendly, as the children 


work out weapons to fight with and ways 
to fend off the beasties (Thomas Haden 
Church, Josh Peck and J.K. Simmons all 
do voices), orlando sentinel 
BRUNO (R, 88 minutes) The latest mock- 
documentary satiric ritual from comic pro- 
vocateur Sacha Baron Cohen may count 
as the summer’s biggest misfire. Bruno 
is a gay, Austrian host of a fashion show. 
Whether it’s a painful episode involving 
Bruno’s trying to trap presidential can- 
didate Ron Paul into making a sex tape 
or trying to broker Arab-lsraeli peace or 
his encounters with gay “converters” in 
Alabama, the skits here don’t add up to 
anything substantive, (ah) 

THE COLLECTOR (R, 88 minutes) Marcus 
Dunstan and co-writer Patrick Melton have 
written and directed a soulless slice of tor- 
ture porn about a masked monster who 
butchers households full of people with 
booby traps, sparing one victim’s life for 
his “collection.” The film gives us Arkin, an 
ex-con safecracker (Josh Stewart) who 
needs to rob the rural Louisiana mansion 
he’s just finished installing locks on to save 
his woman and their little girl from murder- 


ous loan sharks. But once he breaks into 
a house he thinks is empty, he discovers 
it’s got all these tripwires, guillotines and 
bear traps. In a nightmarish hour, Arkin 
faces the moral dilemma of finishing his 
burglary and saving his own skin, or try- 
ing to save this family that employed him. 
They’re prisoners inside their own home — 
bloodied and doomed if Arkin doesn’t make 
the right choice, orlando sentinel 
(500) DAYS OF SUMMER (PC-13, 95 
minutes) This romance, starring Joseph 
Gordon-Levitt and Zooey Deschanel, 
understands that we mark our lives by 
our scrapes and defeats with love rather 
than by the white-wedding-cake success- 
es. It’s a drama that, at first blush, would 
seem excruciatingly ordinary: the 500-day 
affair between Tom, who believes whole- 
heartedly in love, and Summer, the object 
of his affection who isn’t sure about love 
at all. What makes us connect is Tom’s 
funny, morose and ironic commentary as 
he does his damndest to reach the heart 
of a woman whose idea of lover and friend 
is, well, confusing, (dt) 

FOOD, INC. (PG, 94 minutes) This absorb- 
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ing look behind the curtain of the cynical 
and often sickening workings of the mod- 
ern industrial food system does a superb 
job of making its case that our current 
food ways are drastically out of whack. 
The film deftly demonstrates how issues 
such as illegal immigration, public health 
and intellectual property law intersect at 
the largely hidden nexus of Big Meat. See 
the film after dinner, but see it. (ah) 
FUNNY PEOPLE (R, 145 minutes) As 
the film opens, comic superstar George 
Simmons (Adam Sandler) gets the news 
that he is suffering from a probably fatal 
form of leukemia. Meanwhile, Ira Wright 
(Seth Rogen) works the unpaid L.A. com- 
edy club circuit by night. George catch- 
es Ira’s act and asks him to be his writ- 
ing assistant and, it turns out, one-man 
entourage. Writer-director Judd Apatow’s 
alert, crude and compassionate film takes 
digressive, thoroughly unexpected turns 
as George takes stock of his life, recon- 
necting with family, friends and his ex- 
fiancee (played by Apatow’s wife, the 
sublime Leslie Mann). At nearly 2 1/2 
hours, the film is arguably too long, but 
in the final analysis it earns that running 
time, if only because it’s that rare main- 
stream Hollywood movie that feels gen- 
uinely spontaneous. Contains profanity 
and crude sexual humor throughout, and 
sexuality, (ah) 

G-FORCE (PG, 88 minutes) This aggres- 
sively stupid entry in the family-adventure 
genre from Jerry Bruckheimer is a dispir- 
iting primer on the low regard Hollywood 
has for the intelligence and curiosity of 
children — and the time and money of 
their parents. The spies here are specially 
trained guinea pigs, Darwin (voiced by Sam 
Rockwell), Juarez (Penelope Cruz) and 
Blaster (Tracy Morgan). With the assis- 
tance of a buzzing, microcamera-laden fly 
and a tech-savvy mole (Nicolas Cage), the 
furry spooks try to bring down arms dealer 
Leonard Saber (Bill Nighy) and save their 
tiny fraction of the FBI’s research budget. 
Their handler is played by bearded come- 
dian Zach Galifianakis, who, fresh off his 
inspired turn in “The Hangover,” is some- 
how made boring here. Bruckheimer paid 
at least five screenwriters to work on this 
script, but unlike special effects, screen- 
plays rarely get better when you throw 
money at them, dan kois 
THE HANGOVER (R, 99 minutes) Doug 
(Justin Bartha) and three guy friends 
(Bradley Cooper, Ed Helms, Zach 
Galifianakis) decide to enjoy one last hur- 
rah in Las Vegas two days before Doug 


ties the knot. But almost as soon as they 
embark on that good night, all becomes 
oblivion.

HARRY POTTER AND THE HALF-BLOOD 
PRINCE (PG, 153 minutes) Love potions, 
common-room snogging, adolescent 


heartbreak. It’s hard to blame the film’s 
screenwriter, Steve Kloves, or director, 
David Yates, for focusing on the romance. 
After all, as young-adult adventures 
go, the sixth book in the “Harry Potter” 
series is awfully light on the adven- 
ture. The three leads — Daniel Radcliffe

HUMPDAY (R, 95 minutes) If prizes were 
handed out for a low-budget movie with 
the year’s highest concept, one would 
have to be reserved for Lynn Shelton’s 
film, in which two straight, former col- 
lege buddies decide to make a gay porn 
film together.

THE HURT LOCKER (R, 130 minutes)

Kathryn Bigelow’s captivating, complete- 
ly immersive action thriller is set in Iraq in 
2004, but it transcends time and place, 
and in the process attains something uni- 
versal and enduring. Viewers are plunged 
into the disorienting world of the soldiers 
who disarm what Americans have come 
to know as lEDs, or roadside bombs, nei- 
ther of which does full justice to the car-

MOON (R, 97 minutes) Sam Bell is sta- 
tioned on the moon sometime in the future 
to oversee the mining of clean energy from 
moon rocks.

— including, tragically, the film’s logic.

MY SISTER’S KEEPER (PG-13, 109 min- 
utes) At least two perfectly good movies 
fight to break free within this busy, oddly 
shaped weepie: one a peppery, provocative 
legal thriller, the other a mother-daughter 
melodrama worthy of Joan Crawford at her 
most Gothically self-sacrificing, (ah) 
ORPHAN (R, 123 minutes) It’s hard to 
know where to begin when assessing the 
depraved, worthless piece of filth that is 
this high-gloss horror show about a well- 
meaning couple who bring home a 9-year- 
old girl to join their family, only to discover, 
way too late, that she’s a homicidal psycho- 
path. Surely, writers David Leslie Johnson 
and Alex Mace deserve their own circle of 
hell for thinking up the story, which moves 
with breathtaking cynicism from disturb- 
ing to grotesque to perverse to ludicrous.

None other than Leonardo DiCaprio is list- 
ed as a producer, proving that his concern 
for the environment clearly doesn’t extend 
to poisoning the culture. Shame on them 
all — every single one. (ah) 

PUBLIC ENEMIES (R, 140 minutes) John 
Dillingerwas an ugly, ruthless son of a gun, 
so, naturally, Johnny Depp plays him as a 
quiet, shifty rogue who robs banks with 
scissorhands instead of submachine guns. 


Leading the FBI manhunt is a rigid agent 
played by Christian Bale with an introver- 
sion even more pathological than Bruce 
Wayne’s. For two hours and 20 minutes, it 
simply goes click, click, click, (oz) 

THE UGLY TRUTH (R, 101 minutes) At 
a floundering Sacramento TV station, 
Abby (Katherine HeigI) can’t seem to 
keep her Nielsen ratings or her dating 
life steady. But what’s this? Egad! A fly 


in the ointment! The TV station picks up 
a relationship advice spot hosted by the 
rakish, unshaven, semi-offensive Mike 
(Gerard Butler). Mike uses dirty words on 
air, Abby hates Mike, Mike doesn’t believe 
in love, Abby doesn’t believe in lust, Abby 
wants to date some doctor, Mike helps 
Abby date doctor, unlikely friendship (and 
something more?) ensues, vibrating lin- 
gerie is purchased, etc. The film might be 


the first film in which a woman’s yank- 
ing out of her hair extensions signals a 
true emotional climax. And it’s just this 
sort of off-kilter quality that makes this 
script more impressive than its fluffier 
cousins.
